Gas ‘explosions which razed

in a Rochester, N. Y., suburb

R. G. Taber, gas company presi- 
dent, said a system of “belting” 
gas lines around the City now in 


“We feed lines into city mains 
at low pressures from high pres- 
sure points near Bolton and 
Macon,” Taber explained. “Ill 
cross my fingers as I say it—but 
in. my opinion, such serious ex- 
plosions would not occur here.” 

Taber said company crews here 
regularly check mains for line 
breaks and keep a sharp eye on 
pressure regulator boxes scat- 
tered in strategic areas. 

He added that Atlanta gas lines 
are “old and settled.” Taber said 
new lines are more likely to have 
breaks and recalled that when At- 


lanta’s system .of gas lines was 
first opened in 1929, summer and. 
winter contraction and expansion 
caused numerous breaks. 

“No explosions resulted,” Taber 
said. “I don’t yet know enough | 
about the Rochester explosions to’ 
speculate as to the cause, but I 
believe that with the continual 
exercise of precautions we now 
make, Atlanta is safe from such a 
tragedy.”

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Men Who- Put Country First 


_ Economic Stabilizer Eric Johnston in 
his speech to the American Federation of 
Labor on Thursday lashed out at “dis- 
gusting displays of self-interest” on the 
part of groups in America who have 
fought controls and who have prevented 
enactment of adequate measures to con- 
tain inflation. 

He told the AFL this nation is “doing 
the things most likely to prevent war—the 
only things it can do to prevent it.” 

“You can’t talk turkey to Russia with a 
feather duster,” he declared. 


He then rightly ripped the hide off 
those who have tried, and are still trying, 
to weaken inflation safeguards and even 
to eliminate controls altogether. Even 
though he is leaving his government job 
next month, Mr. Johnston did not pull his 

unches in attacking the interests which 
lave all but wrecked his efforts. Further- 
more, he announced his intention to con- 
tinue the fight as a private citizen. 


Who is this man Eric Johnston? 

In the first place, he is a product of big 
business. He is a lifelong Republican who 
once ran for the U. S. Senate on the Re- 
publican ticket. He is a former president 
of the U. S. Chamber of Commerce, an 
organization which favors abolition of all 
controls. He is a former successful re- 
tailer, manufacturer, corporation president 
and director, and president of the Motion 
Picture Association. Throughout his ca- 
reer he has represented big interests. 

This is the man who has seen that in- 
flation is like the dope habit, “awfully nice 
at first.” 

Who is this man Charles E. Wilson who, 
as Defense Mobilizer, is fighting just as 
brilliantly to forefend destruction from 
disastrous inflation? He also is a lifelong 


Republican, with a background in account- 
ing, production, engineering, and merchan-; 
dizing. He is a man who gave up the 
presidency of one of the world’s largest 
corporations, General Electric Company, 
with whom he had been associated for 50 
years, to lead his country’s defense pro- 
gram. 

Although representative of the extreme 
conservative business interests of the na- 
tion, these two men have been able to rise 
above personal considerations to place the 
good of their country first.

Controls must be strengthened to 
ease the threat to both. Thank God there 
are Americans like Johnston and Wilson 
who still place welfare of the nation above 
selfish gain.

A Tree Farm Changes Hands 


Five thousand acres of Toombs County 
land has changed hands recently, in a sig- 
nificant real estate transaction. The Vi- 
dalia Advance describes the tract as the 
first acquisition in that part of Georgia of 
a large acreage for pulpwood operations 
exclusively. 

The Advance says that the former 
owner, J. S. Carter, was one of the first in 
the area faithfully to observe conserva- 
tion practices. No tree was taken from the 
forest without a replacement by one or 
more switches, so that there is more tim- 
ber now after long working than when 


Mr. Carter bought the property 25 years 
ago. Trees have been planted’ on many 
clearings that once raised row crops. 

Today's buyer, the Georgia subsidiary 
of the International Paper Corp., will act 
immediately to build fire breaks and to 
take other fire prevention measures, 

Here is another indication that pine 
trees are fast becoming the greatest re- 
source in the development of the South. 
Treating trees as a crop to be planted, cul- 
tivated and harvested by proper conser- 
vation methods is the way to make the 
supply inexhaustible. 


A Surprising Admission From the Reds

A. A. Soldatov, Soviet representative 
in the UN who has made a practice, along 
with other Russian representatives, of at- 
tacking the capitalist United States, argued 
before a 10-member committee calculating 
the annual dues of the 60 UN members 
that the United States was better equipped 
than the Soviet Union and her satellites 
to bear the cost of the United Nations.

Release of the names of about 1,200 Georgians who have given 
bad checks for taxes may have “exposed” the kind of poor jobs 
State Revenue Commissioner Redwine and Auditor B. E. Thrasher 
Jr. have been doing, more than it “exposed” the 1,200 who owe 
$57,265. 

The officials have “threatened” to prosecute—but they’d better 
do more than threaten, and do it quickly. 

Now that they’ve made it plain that 1,200 people have been 
allowed to dodge their fair taxes, some of them for as long as 
six years, by giving worthless checks, they may have a lot more 
on their hands.

Mrs. Banning shrewdly observes that the 
new Kinsey report has a long ballyhoo! Which 
justifies a doubt that it is intended only as a 
scientific survey of human behavior to add to 
the sum of our knowledge. Even though Kinsey 
deplores and refutes some of this propaganda, 
nevertheless, Mrs. Banning says, “no great novel, 
no vital war record, no statesman’s revelations 
ever had such advance publicity—publicity that 
emanates not only from those interested in pro- 
moting the volume but also from those who have 
nothing to do with it but hope to capitalize on 
the public’s avid interest in the Kinsey studies. 

“Any normal scientific study would shrink 
from such fanfare.

Telephonitis 


By ELIZABETH BLANCHARD 


Every five minutes a busy 
man kept trying to reach his 
home by telephone and every 
time he received a busy signal. 
It was late afternoon and he 
wanted to inform his family that 
he would be late for dinner. 

After half an hour he finally 
succeeded in getting a connec- 
tion. His teen-age daughter an- 
swered the phone. She admitted 
that she was the only guilty of 
keeping the wire tied up, “‘talk- 
ing to a girl friend.” 

This is not uncommon in 
households where they are 
young people. Not that mother 
is blameless when it comes to 
holding lengthy gabfests via the 
telephone. But it is too often the 
case that an adolescent son or 
daughter is inconsiderate enough 
to monopolize the family phone, 
talking to a friend for too many 
minutes ata time. 

Some parents just put up with 
the situation. Others nag and 
keep trying to break up the con- 
versation, saying, “please hang 
up for a few minutes, just in 
case someone should be trying 
to call us.” 

Neither of these attitudes is 
good for you. If you resignedly 
trust that if anyone who is en- 
deavoring to. phone you will 
eventually find your wire not 
busy, you will make it annoy- 
ing to the party who does want 
to reach you, Nagging is not 
good for either you or the chil- 
dren, and is ducking the issue. 

An equitable arrangement can 
be worked out, so that the young 
folks’ use of the phone will not 
be a nuisance, and still give 
them pleasure. A period can be 
set during the day when they 
can feel free to use the phone, 
but a time limit should be set 
on the length of the calls, to 
give those who may get the 
busy. signal over and over, a 
chance to catch the wire free. 

During the school months the 
question of over-use of the tele- 
phone should be taken more 
seriously. Bad marks in school 
can often be attributed to tele- 
phonistis. Excessive use of the 
telephone during the hours when 
a student is supposed to be do- 
ing homework is not conducive 
to good marks.

‘The building line, 
however, ranges from 50 to 30 
feet, depending upon the plat 
of the planning commission of- 
ficer, The normal distance for 
the house, as set by the engi- 
neer in a new subdivision is 30 
feet. There is no regulation as 
to the amount nor the height 
of shrubbery a person can have 
in his or her yard, but of course 
they must keep in mind the 
fact that they must respect the 
boundary lines.” 


Worfford says the city has no 
law against the use of barbed 
wire on fences either on the side 
or the front of homes, but use 
of it is generally discouraged 
because of hazardous features. 


Now that you know you can 
let your landscaping ideas run 
wild, with no danger of city ob- 
jection, take a look at what 
homemakers in other cities have 
to consider. 


In Dallas, fences, hedges and 
shrubbery are limited to four 
feet in height when they extend 
from the front building line to 
the front street line. In the case 
of corner lots, all fences, shrubs 
and hedges on the street side or 
within 10 feet of it are limited 
to four feet. In Berkeley, Calif, 
hedge is prohibited in excess of 
six feet unless a permit is ob- 
tained. 

In Cleveland, hedges may not 
be over 4% feet in height and 
may not grow over the property 
line. In another Ohio commu- 
nity, Rocky River, there is a 
law which prohibits trees on the

Pre-Shrink Clothes 
Before Sewing Them 


Shrinkage may ruin the ef- 
forts of home sewers who fash- 
ion robes and play clothes of 
terry cloth if the material is not 
laundered before being made 
into a garment. Here’s the rea- 
son for such shrinkage given by 
the American Institute of Laun- 
dering, research and educational 
center for the laundry and tex- 
tile industries: A certain amount 
of necessary stretching occurs 


during the manufacturing proc- 
ess. Then when the fabric, usu- 
ally not a preshrunk one, is 
laundered, the tension relaxes 
and shrinkage occurs. 

Another reason given by the 
Institute for laundering terry 
before using it that it increases 
absorbency.

For several weeks intermit- 


tent, nagging, vague bellyache 
had interferred with my game 
(on the bowling green) and I 
began to get a bit worried. Con- 
sulted a good doctor. He exam- 
ined me carefully and decided I 
should sit, stand and lie for my 
X-ray portrait and some fluoro- 
scopic views. Without batting 
an eye or twitching the corner 
of his mouth the doctor ordered 
me to take a whopping dose of 
castor oil the night before the 
X-ray business. I didn’t wince, 
I hope. I think any one who 
consults a doctor at all and then 


fails to follow the doctor’s ad- 


vice or instructions faithfully 
deserves a k. i. t, p. The doctor 
suggested that I take the oil in 
cold milk. 

First I took a swallow or two 
of cold milk. Then poured cold 
milk in bottom of glass, then put 
the oil in carefully, then one 
more swallow of cold milk, fi- 
nally downed the whole dose. 
There was no taste except that 
of the milk. 

The X-ray examination re- 
vealed two or three wee diverti- 
cula, but these are frequently 
found present no matter what or 
whether anything ails the’ pa- 
tient. So the case never amount- 
ed to much and the bellyaches 
ceased and I got back on my 
game. I need not mention what 
I was worried about, but I can 
tell you what I concluded must 
have afled me—radicultis or, as 
old timers called it, intercostal 
neuralgia, although no zoster 
(shingles) eruption occurred. 

Intercostal means between the 
ribs—a dozen pairs of nerves 
emerge from the spine and pass 
around the chest trunk supply- 
ing muscles and skin. Persistent 
pain in any of these nerves in 
its course around the trunk con- 
stitutes intercostal neuralgia. If 
the root (radicle) of the nerve is 
involved where it emerges from 
the spinal cord the condition is 
called radicultis — and there’s 
nothing ridiculous about either 
trouble to the victim, although 
an attack of intercostal neuralgia 
may make the doctor who is not 
cautious look ridiculous. 

The pain and tenderness in the 
back, side or front of the trunk 
Suggests “pleurisy,” “neuralgia 
of the heart.” “gall bladder 
trouble.” “gastric ulcer,” “ap- 
pendicitis,” “stone in kidney” or 
perhaps, as in my case, “diverti- 
culum” (pouch or sac opening 
out from intestine). More than
